The schools for the deaf in China 
sponsored by the “Charles Rogers 
Mills Memorial” under the guidance 
of the Presbyterian Mission at Chefoo, 
has issued a report of its work for the 
two years embraced between the years 
1929 and 1931. 

The school at Chefoo has nine 
other schools under its supervision, 
while its own enrollment has been 
forty-four deaf Chinese children in¬ 
cluding twenty-two new pupils—16 
boys and 6 girls. 

At Peiping, there is a school for 
the deaf that has seventy pupils. It 
was started in the year 1919. 

There is, a school at Nautungchow, 
but the number of pupils is not re¬ 
corded. 

At Moukden, a school startid in 
1923 has a pupilage of twenty-two 
children. ,

The Kwin Hiva Hwei School at 
Shanghai has eighty deaf children 
under instruction. 

At Tientsin there is a school for 
the deaf, that was begun in 1829, with 
a present pupilage of twenty-five. 

The Kutien School, at Fukien, has 
only five pupils. It was opened only 
three years ago. 

The school at Nanking, Ki&ngsu. 
cares for and educates the deaf and 
the blind,

Syechnan, begun in 
eleven Chinese deaf children under 
instruction. ^ 

These above mentioned schools 
comprise the whole effort at educating 
the deaf of China. The total num¬ 
ber of deaf children and adults in the 
Republic of China is estimated at 
400,000—which is a conservative cal¬ 
culation, when one realizes thkt the 
population of China is four hundred 
million. 

Contrasted with the liberal provi¬ 
sions for educating the deaf of the 
United States, one can only give a 
gasp of dismay. 

Much of the educational training js 
along industrial dines, and inculcates 
skill in both conception and execution. 
For instance, the children make a 
specialty of the construction of doll 
houses, Chinese style, with interior 
arrangement and furnishing in every 
detail. They also are instructed in 
,the care and feeding of silk worms 
during the short life of forty dayB. 
Formerly a profit was realized from 
this special work.

device developed to aid certain classes 
of the deaf. This is an ordinary tele¬ 
phone instrument, but with a compact 
amplifier composed of radio tubes, 
etc., interposed between the telephone 
instrument and the ordinary electric 
circuit. By means of a convenient 
dial, the intensity of the sound can be 
“stepped up” to accommodate various 
degrees of deafness. A simple switch 
makes it possible to cut out the ampli¬ 
fier at will and use the instrument as 
an ordinary telephone.
